RICE QUESTIONS 
FUNDS FOR JURY 


Harrisburg, Feb. 8 (AP) — Consti­ 
tutionality of a proposed $50,000 ap­ 
propriation to Dauphin county for 
ifs grand Jury investigation of cam ­ 
paign charges, was questioned today 
even before the legislative as a 
whole was asked to vote on it. 
A 
Dauphin 
democrat, 
Senator 
George Kunkel, introduced a bill to 
give his county the funds to carry 
on 
the 
investigation 
of 
charges 
against former Governor George H. 
Earle and other high democrats I 
The bill still is in the hands of the 
senate appropriations committee. 
Jolm S. Rice, of Gettysburg, a 
^democratic leader in the senate and 
member of the committee, raised the 
constitutional question. 
"The state has no control over the 
expenditures,*’ 
Rice 
said. 
"They 
could spend as much as they liked. 
Before I would vote for it I would 
want an opinion from the attorney 
general. 
We are limited on appro­ 
priations by the constitution." 
Attorney General Claude T. Reno 
said the funds m ight have to be ap ­ 
propriated to a departm ent, leav­ 
ing th a t unit to disburse the money 
as it sees fit. 
He said he had not 
been asked to rule on the question, 
Kunkel said: "Naturally we want 
to do it the constitutional way, but I 
can see no reason why the Dauphin 
county taxpayers should bear the ex­ 
pense of an investigation of state 
officials, x x x "

DAMS COUNTY is first among 
the 67 counties of the state in

Fruit crops worth $1,6*32,140 a n ­ 
nually place Adams at the top of the 
list in that division and its 2,435,420 
bushel of apples rank it first rn apple 
production. The peach yield, fourth 
largest in the state, is given at 302,- 
810 bushels. 
Another first rank post goes to 
Adams county. 
T hat is for having 
the highest per cent of farm ers us­ 
ing commercial fertilizer. 
A survey 
showed 92 per cent of Adams county 
fanners using bought fertilizers.

Sh e e l y Decision 
In Milk Case Is 
Before U. S. Court 


There will be argued this week 
before the U nited States Supreme 
court in W ashington an im portant 
case in which Judge W. C. Sheely 
handed down a decision in Dauphin 
county court on August 23.

THE WISE AND THE LEARNED 
T X ) HAVE an inquiring mind is a wonderful thing. Intelligence, how- 
* 
ever, cannot be measured by college degrees or by accumulated 
knowledge gained from the reading of many books. 
Thoreau was a 
Harvard man, but I think he regretted the time that he spent in the 
halls of learning. His great contribution to literature came from his life 
in nature. 
Tike humblest worker in the field Is usually a well read man today, 
but his greatest wisdom has been gathered from observation and his 
contact with the soil. Talk with a fisherman, or a farmer, or a proud 
workman, who has seen few schools, or known no classroom at all — 
and you have an intelligent companion with whom to talk and learn. 
One of the greatest writers today was almost refused entrance into 
a prominent college because he said that he wanted no degree — only 
to take up such studies as he felt would be useful to him. Today that 
college boasts over tile fact that he once studied there, even though it 
was but for a brief spell. 
The author of the greatest sermon ever preached — the Sermon on 
the Mount — chose as his disciples, a group of fisher folk — and then 
he told them to go out into all the world and teach what he had taught 
to them! 
One of the most famous and competent lawyers, of which New York 
could boast a few years ago, came from Texas, where once he was a com­ 
mon railroad worker. A poor and humble birth is no handicap. Lincoln 
believed in such people because he sprung from them and knew them 
so well. 
Talk to any intelligent workman, na matter how humble his work 
may be, and you will learn more than from a dozen mere book educated 
people. Lessons out of the book of life ara the ones that give to all 
knowledge its foundation. Books that live are those that do something 
to people, because they have been written by men and women who had 
something done to them by life. 
A great many valuable ideas may be accumulated from taxi drivers, 
field workers, Pullman porters, barbers, bootblacks, and travelers. They 
move through so much time in which they have to think.
